Directly
the splice wns made the instruments and the full
siafl ol operntors were sept on shore, nnd com-
manication was soon opered with Brest.

Mhew Nap Will Test It.

&r James Anderson, the commander of the
Geeat Eastern, had Yropght with him n senled
message which had been prepared by the Em-
paror Napoleon, and the purport of which wis
wremain vnknown until it was opened on this
side of thie Atlantie upon the completion of the
cable, when the message was to be sent to the
Emperor over the wires in order that he might
thus judge of the neenrncy of the transmission.
This message wis sent to France to-day.

What the Cahbinet Sny of the Cable.

The N. Y. Herdld's Washington correspou-
dent writes: — -

“With the exception of the ‘opinion’ of At-
forney-General Hoar and the levters addressed
fo the French and the British Minister by Becre-
tary Fish, no action has been I..'\Iil'n!li iy the Gov-
ernment to prevent the landing of the French
enble on  the const of  Maseachusetts,
Becretary Boutwell hins not, a8 reported in
some quarters, ordered a  United Siates
revenue cutter to proccod to the point where
it is proposed to Innd the cable on United States
territory and prevent ft, nor s it lkely that any
guch course will be pursned. The matter was
pending In Congress nt the adjournment, and it
will probably be left to that body to settle It
Secretary Figh congidered it his duty to place
the French Minister [u possession of the facts so
far as the action of our Government has been
developed rolative to the landing of the cable,
#0 that he might inform his Government of the
rigk it must run in attempting to land the eable
on United States territory without authority
from Congress.

“The point to be Insisted upon is that the
Government of the United States shall have
u]unl facilities and privileges over the cable
with that of France. This seems to be about
the only objection to the landin g of the cable in
the minds of Government officials, Thls, too,
was the prineipal objeet which the Senate Com-
mittee on Foreign Relutions bad o view in re-
porting and urging the passage of the bill to pre-
vent the landing of any foreign cable on the
shores of the United States without the consent of
Congress. There does not seem (6 be any very
#trict Inw on the subject beyond what is eited by
the Attorney-General in his *‘opinion” on the
question, and some good lawycrs regard that
rather as a labored report to strain a point in
favor of the Atlantic cable nunm{ml_\' than as
sound law, If the cable Is actunlly landed, gome
acMon may be taken by the Government (o pre-
vent its being worked, ot least until Congress
meets, What course will be pursued does not
stem to be known just now."”

How the Cable Rests,

The cable, ns now laid, starts in very shallow
water from Minor bay, but in four or five miles
it decpens from seventeen to twoenty fathoms,
and then gradually shelves from thirty to sixty-
eight and ninety fathoms. At this level, but on
the whole gradually deepening, it continues till
in'a line with the westernmost part of the Irish
coast, where, taking a northern course, It passes
down o gentle slope of sand that contlnues de-
scending till the depth increases from 200 to 800
and 900 fathoms, and then in a short distance to
1700 fathoms. Over all the rest of the course to
mid-ocean the bottom i=s mud, shells and sand,
and with a uniform depth of about 2000 and
2200 fathoms. At these great depths there is
an abgolute cessation of all motlon. Over such
a bottom the line is taken In an arc of a
large circle, the most southerly point of the
¢cable being in forty-two degrees north latitude,
and the most northerly forty eight degrees.
Along the southern end of the Newfoundland
bank it is sunk in about 150 to 200 fathowms, the
water on the bank lisell varying from fity to
ninety fathoms. Thus it Is completely sheltered
from ice, which, if the icebergs fnms the bank at
all, must clear the eable, which lies under its lee,
by some hundred fathoms or more. From this

CURIOUS WILL CASE,

Hew n Father Tied the Hands of a Son Uantil
He Attadns the Age of Thirty-live.

A case of nnusual interest, and in which a large
mwount of pru|lnurl_\_' is Involved, is now pending
in our court, In 1860 Joseph Bibley, an old resi-
dent of this pluce, and a man of wealth, formed
o partnership with Horace J. Perrin, also of this
place, in the banking and milling business and
general speenlation. In Beptember, 1864, Mr.
Sibley died, the partnership having not yet ex-

pired, He left but one helr, a son then nineteen
years of age. He left to his widow, in lien of
dower, the sum of 20,000, in addition to her

bomestead, and, with the exeeption of two or
three legacies, bequathed the whole remaining
5\0[“:-11 of his estate to Francis M. Sibley,hisson.
le, however, nominnted five executors, who
were to have entire charge of the estate, They
were directed to pay to his principal legatee the
sum of £1000 per yenr until he should reach the
age of twenty-one, when he was to have 35000,
and £1000 per year until he should be twenty-five,
when, if in the opinion of the executors he
would not squander or waste it, he should re-
celve $10,000 and $1000 per year until thirty,
when he was to have §15,000, If thonght by his
executors competent to manage it, and 1000
per year until thirty-five, when if, in the opinion
of his executors he shiould be possessed ol sufli-
clent dizcretion to take care o} the estate, they
were to give him the whole. If not, they were
directed to retain it for his heirs, and if he shonld
die without issue, then to the collateral heirs of
the testator. Mr. H, J. Perrin was named as
one of these executors, and was the only one
of the number who qualified or ever acted.

e proceeded with the eecttlement of the
entate, sel apart the leguey, eote., but
having guarrelled with young Bibley, and
that  gentleman not  feeling  satisfied with

the management of the estate, filed a blll in
chancery agalnst the executors, setting forth that
M. Perrin bad In bis hands of partocrship pro-
perty about £2560,000, of which #150,000 be-
longed to him s the beir and legatee of his
Inther, and asking the court to decree that an
secount be taken and Perrin be compelled to
}-ny over; also setting forth that, innsmuch as
mut one of the five executors had qualified or
ucted, und as the estate had been substantinlly
soettled, ke, the complainant, was entitled at
once to come into possession of the whole; the
trust was o personal one; that unless all acted
the aection of the balance would not be valid;
and that he wos at once entitled to the estate,
und discliarged from the digcretionary power of
the executors, To this the defendant demurred,
alleging a complete remody at law, and
that, as to the first part of the bill,
the Probate Court alone had juriediction to set-
tle the matter, and that the Court of Chancery
would only interfere to aid the Probate Court in
some collateral matter, and ae to the second part
of the bill the defendant takes issue and claims
that, as o matter of law, one executor out of a
number may act; that when the trust is eoupled
with an interest, and when a trust Is ereated
bearing a discretionnry power as to the execu-
tion, one might execute it, distingunishing this
case from an.mere naked trust. The argument
was heard on the demurrer on Saturday before
Judge Woodrnff at chambers. The Huenuoun
were very ably argued by E. W. Meddaugh, of
Detroit, for the compla:iunnl, and b ﬁ D,
Hughes of this eity, in support of the demurrer,
A decision hne not yet been given.

A Man Burned by Molten Iron.

The Lewistown (Pa.) True Democrat snys:—
On Wednesday of last week, soon after the one
o'clock whistle blew for the men to commence
work st Freedom Iron and Steel Worke, the
whistle blew an alarm. On reaching the eupola
room it was found that the bar upon which
rested the supports of the bottom of the cupola
which was in use, and which at the time con-
tained five tons of molten iron nearly ready (o
run out, had broken, and that James A, Junkin,
furnace bullder, and George Bearly, lis
helper, both of this place, who were engaged in
making repalrs under the cupola, had been
caught in the plunging mass of molten iron and
cinder and terribly burned. Mr., Junkin ran out
of the cupola room, followed by Mr. Bearly, thelr
clothes in flames,

Some men nt work in the rear of the engine
house first saw them, and did all they counld to
ginother the flames and relleve them of their
burning clothes, Phyeicluns were sent for at
once, and In the meantime everything was done
that was possible to alleviate the sufferings of
the injured men. They were removed Lo thelr
homes doring the afiernoon, and Mr. Bearly,
the surface of whose body was burnt 1o a erisp,
almost, from head o foot, died the same even-
lng. Mr, Junkin, whose lnjuries were chieily
confined to his legs, from the hips down, lin-
gered untll Monday, when death ended his snf-
lcrlilgn- Mr, Junkin was aged about fortyv-two
vears, and leaves o family, Mr. Bearly was a
son of Danlel Bearly, aged twenty-slx, and un-
married. Mr. Junkln had taken out alife in-
surance pollcy for #1000 only in Feliruary loast,

Men, women, children, sreek o cure for
cancer, cpilepey, lameness, and other allments
that flesh ix heir to, and probably with the same
result. A correspondent writes that he had ob-
perved a poor woman who went to the pastor
lnme in the morming carried back to the station
in a gimilar state in the afternoon. But if the
patients derive no benefit, the place does, From
two hundred to five hundred porsons visit It
daily: lodgings are hardly 1o be hind for money,
and the lons in the nelghborhood do a thriving
trade.

A New Rallrond.

The first spike on the Wilmington and Read-
ing Rallroad was driven on Monday, June 25, at
Coateeville. This road commences at Wilming-
ton, Delaware, intersccting the Pennsylvania
Road at Coatesville, and the Reading Rallroad at
Birdeboro, and moning to Reading, It is
seventy-one miles in length, and passes throngh
one of the most fortile and thickly peopled dis-
tricte In Eastern Pennsylvania and Delaware,
and, by its geographical position, must become
one of the grent avenues by which the anthracite
and bitnminous coal will reach a shipping point
on the water, The entire rond will be complered
and equipped and In rannlng order by Jauuary,
1850, From the large and rich manufacturing
districts through which this road runs, it must
prove largely remunerative. It passes within
two miles of twenty-five towns and villnges,
and by the doors of fifty-eight manufacturing
¢stablishmente, nmong which are anthracite fur-
naces, rolling mills, cotton mills, woollen fac-
tories, paper mills, foundries, grist mills, and
many others.

How Spurgeon Looks and Prenches.

We listened to the celebrated Spurgeon at his
tabiernacle lnst Sabbath. Six thousaud people
were in attendance. He gave us a good strong
orthodox discourse—so much as that I may say
of it. Bpurgeon is an casy extomporancous
e!u.'nkur. possesses the merit of distinet enun-
clation, and illustrates his points and enforces
his arguments by very apt and sometimes very
striking illustrations. He 15 not dramatic, as
supposed, but rather qulet in his style. There
is, however, a mignetism Io his manner after
all, in his earnest appearance, and, 1 will say, in
his bright eye too, that enchains the attention
of his andience. He I8 by no means so able
ng Beecher nor =0 graphic as Chaplin, nor
yet so logical us one or two preachers of
Troy might name, but he is really
a magnetic man, and will alwaye draw large
numbers to hiear him. In appearance he is
rather inclined to portliness, hns & large and
Lnlcm_a:ml countenance, and an expressive and
ceen eye. e looks Lo be o much younger man
than heis, and 18 what the lndles would call quite
bhandsome. His labernacle is in the form of an
amphitheatre, with two rows of galleries around
it, and a high pulpit set near the rear. There is
no organ in the chureh; the ﬂmoplc do the sing-
ing In the old cungru}mlluun fashien, the pastor
reading each verse of the hymu just before it is
eung. In order to obtain seats we went an hour
and o half before the beginning of services, and
were then just able to squeeze in after payving
contributions in advance for the benefit of the
church.—From a London Letter by J. M. Fran-
cis to the Troy Times.

The (Eeumenlenl Council.

A correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazelle
writes from Rome, under date of June 25:—

“The Pope is wholly taken up with the sub-
Jeet of the council, so that he speaks of nothing
else, and seems 10 think of nothing else. Ie
has alrendy struck a medal which is to com-
memorate the event, and intends to give ono to
cach bishop. A celebrated physician here re-
cently #aid the council presented a great danger
to the Holy Futher, who, In his present exciied
state, was not equal to meeting opposition, and
mlﬁht have an apoplectic stroke if exposed to It
Whether under this apprehension, or on some
other ground, inflnentia
get the council postponed till December, 1870,
and the Italian journals assert this has
been resolved upon. The general uncertainty
about it is eyldenced in the contracts made wi
the bishops who have taken apartments, the
terms all requiring the payment of a mooth's
rent in advance, 1o be forfeited if the council is
postponed. Nevertheless, you may be assured
that the Pope, up to this time, remains firm in
his determination of holding the council next
December, He is doubtless supported in his
purpoge by the same disposition in the French
Government, which continues to look very
favorably on the project. A few days ago the
Muarquis de Bonneville had o long interview
about it with Cardinal Antouelll, and intimated
that the Emperor would be represented in the
council by M. Baroche,”

Emigration from Liverpool.

An English paper states that during the past
six months the emlgration from the Mersey hns
been of an upprecedented charncter. During
the month of June there salled from the
port of Liverpool 80 ships, with 28,081 passen-
gers (under the act), of whom 8700 were Eng-
lish, 907 Scotch, 6302 Irish, and 8710 foreigners.
Of the ships 27 salled to the United States,
with 18819 E;u«wugm‘ﬁ. of whom 63532 were
Engligh, 800 Scotch, 5195 Irlsh, and 5702 for-
elgners. To Canada there were 9 ships, with
5912 passengers, of whom 2183 were English, B
Beotel, 107 Irish, and 3014 foreigners, The
following vessels galled not under the act:—To
the United States, b ships with 357 passengers:
to Victoria, 3 with 130 passengers; to the West
Indies, 8 with 21 passengers: to South Amerieq,
5 with 8 passengers: to the East Indles, 1 with
50 pagsengors; und to Afrien, 1 with 17 passen-
gers,  Duripg the quarter ending June there
salled under the act 76,484 pussengers, and not
under the act 1ER27T—making o total of 78,411,
which, when compared with the same quarter of
lnst year, shows an Inecrease of 21158, The
total number of pasgengers who salled from the
Mersey during the last six months was 09,200,

Mipprerows, N. Y., July 15.—A irightfal
digaster occurred on the Erie Rallroad abou
midnight at Mount Hope, on the Delaware Divi-
gion. The night express traln from New York
which left there at 6-80 o'clock, made the usua
time going west until 12 M., when the disaster
ocenrred at Mount Hope. It would overhaul a
freight train, also going west, which, according
to telegraphic instruction, should have run on a
siding, to permit the express to pass without
rloppage.

The freight train switched off in the regular
manner, but from some carelessness or fatality,
did not move iar enough up the siding to entirely
clear the track, and the tail of the traind con-
sisting of one or two cars, remainod on the
track when the express came thundering along.
The traln struck the tail of the frelght, and the
engine and baggage car, expross car, smoking
car, one passenger car, and a sleeping car
were thrown off the track and smashed out of
all shape. The accident occurred about thirty
wiles from Carr's Rock.

The splintered cars and frogments of timber
eame in contuet with the senttered fire from the
locomotive, and a conflagration ensued, in which
timbers, baggage, and the wounded passengors
all went feed the fumes. Seven ears were
thug destroyed, and six passengers are known
to have been burned to death. Two of the pas-
sengers are from New York, and one of thom is
supposed to-be the Rev. Benjamin B, Hallock,
F-:mr of a New York church, who lives in East

Confesslon of an IlHinels Murdercr—-A Horrible

The excitement at Greenville, T1L, and viciafty,
over the atrocious murder of Mre. McAdams, by
John W, More, still continnes, but it has sensibly
decreased fince the confeasion of the misérable orim-
inad, Mun% threats of lynching have been made, but
the better feelings and the law-ablding disposition of
the people have prevalled, and justice will be allowed
to lnke its course,

The funeral of the vietim of lust and muarier took
place at Dudieyville, about m mile and o half from
the seene of the waspssination, on Wednesday last,
and was attended by people from all parts of the
country. The ceremonies were very solemn and
impressive, and the scene was affecting beyond de-
reription,

More was born In the clly of New York, May 4,
1845, 1is father died when ho was very young, His
mother came to St Lowis, and lived here some tme,
giving her son Kiod and religious tralolng. More
subsequently went to Bond county, IHlinots, and has
reslded there ever gince. He has a wile, sald to be
4 noble woman, and one child, a bright Httle girl.

The following 18 the prisoner’s confession, taken
from his own Hps:—

“On Mond afternoon, July 5, 1 went to look at
my wheat, When I returned, 1 got off my horse at
the house of Jesse McAdums and wenton o the
porch where his wife was, She wag alone and wash-
lng, 1 decoyed her into the house by asking some
questions about a burcan and some books, [ then
went up to her and put my arms around her, and
tried to violate her person. She resisted. I threw
her down, and she streggled so that | released her,
I beggt-d her not to tell of it, and offered her money,
but she insisted ghe would, and I left her and went
to my house, about one-fourth of a mile east of
there ; and when I got there sent my wife away, and
went and got my clothes and tied them up, and
then thought 1 would leave the country, But after |
started, the idea of leaving my wife and ehild seomen
more than I could bear, and 1 went by Mra, Mo-
Adamsg’ house again, to try and persuade her to Keop
my secret. When | went in at the yard gate she gaw
me and started to run., [ followed after her and
begged her not to tell, but she refused, and 1 found
something maost be done, and | struck her and began
L0 stab her, and I finally énded by catting her throat,
I 1“1 then went home and went for my wife. Went
to the wheat feld and pulled some shocks of wheat
apart to et them together, and pretended to hear
her scream, and ran to her assistance, I ran over
more to assure mysell that she was dead than 1 did
to hide m{ gofit. I then ran houme and told may wife
that I had found her murdered, and gave the alarm
10 the men o the feld.”
